DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Tlic Chinese Commission — River Im ­ 
provements. 
[Special to the R kcoro-Unios.1 
W a s h in g t o n , April 20th.—Hon. .Tohn F , 
Swift has arrived from California. He called 
upon President Hayes this morning with 
Senator Booth, and in the course of a pleas­ 
ant fifteen-minutes conversation, ttie Presi­ 
dent expressed himself warmly in sympathy 
with the people of the Pacific Coast in regard 
to the evils of Chinese immigration, and 
earnestly desirous of a modification of the 
Burlingame Treaty to restrict it. Mr. Swift 
subsequently paid his respects to Secretary 
Evarts, and also made the acquaintance of 
his colleague, Mr. Treseott. Minister An- 
gell has not yet returned from Michigan, but 
is expected daily, and upon his arrival the 
necessary instructions for the work of the 
Commission will be promptly completed. 
Representatives Berry and Horace Davis 
appeared before the Housa Committee on 
Commerce to-day, to urge liberal appropria­ 
tions for the improvement of the Sacramento 
river aud Petaluma creek. Berry showed 
the committee that the Sacramento river is 
the only natural outlet for a large portion of 
California, including an extensive wheat- 
growing region, which would be wholly at 
the mercy of extortionate railroad monopo­ 
lies if the navigation of this stream be not 
opened and kept open. He advocated an 
appropriation of §30,000 for the specific pur­ 
pose of constructing a snag boat, by means of 
which the snags may be pulled up and de­ 
stroyed, instead of continuing tfie work on 
the present system of dragging them 
out of the channel into shoal water, whence 
they are washed back into the charnel 
again by the next freshet. Some old snags, 
he said, had been thus removed four or five 
years in succession, and the river had never 
been thoroughly cleared ; but if once cleared, 
a small annual appropriation would hereafter 
be sufficient to keep it clear of snags. He 
made a similar argument as to the necessity 
of making Petaluma creek a navigable outlet 
for product, whose transportation the North 
Pacific Railroad now threatens to monopo­ 
lize. Davis cordially indorsed the statements 
of his colleague, and added some appropriate 
remarks in the same line of argument. The 
committee seemed favorably impressed, but 
are not likely to depart in the-e cases from their 
usual ndes of limiting river and harbor ap­ 
propriations to amounts not exceeding 50 per 
cent, of the Department estimates. They will 
probably recommend appropriations of §30,­ 
000 for the Sacramento aud §12,000 for Peta­ 
luma creek. 
Representative Page went before the com­ 
mittee on Saturday, and informed them that 
an official recommendation and estimate for 
the improvement of the San Joaquin river 
was on the way from California, and after 
briefly arguing the importance of making im­ 
mediate provision for it, he left with the 
committee the printed memorials, etc., by 
the citizens of San Joaquin valley, and ob­ 
tained permission for a further healing after 
the arrival of the estimate. It was received 
by mail at the War Department this after- 
uoon, and Page will appear again before the 
committee to-morrow. 
Miscellaneous YVasliiiiglon Items» 
[Special to the R ecord-Unios.) 
W a s h in g t o n , April 20th.—Representative 
Pacheco to-day introduced a bill to donate 
the military reservation of Camp Indejiend- 
ence t>i Mono and Inyo counties, for the pur­ 
pose of establishing and maintaining a High 
School. 
Henderson of Alabama introduced a bill to 
confirm to the original Mexican grantees the 
title to the Rancho San Ignacio del Barbaco- 
mari, in Pima county, Arizona. 
The House Committee on Private Band 
Claims to-day heard Montgomery Blair in 
advocacy of the proposal to issue to the 
heirs of Juan Read a patent for the Rancho 
Corte del Madra, California, in accordance 
with Secretary Delano’s decision of 1877. 
The committee postponed action until the 
next meeting. 
The House Committee on Public Buildings 
having agreed to recommend an appropriation 
of §200,000 for the erection of a new Post­ 
office at San Francisco, Representative Davis 
now iutends to endeavor to iuduce the Com­ 
mittee on Appropriations to insert a cor­ 
responding item for this purpose in the sun­ 
dry civil appropriation bill. 
The House Indian Affairs Committee have 
reported favorably on Davis’ bill to provide 
for the auditing of accounts of California 
merchants for supplies furnished for Indian 
service in former years. A copy of this bill 
was introduced by Booth iu the Senate, and 
has also been favorably reported to that 
body. 
Representative Daggett has obtained the 
promise of the Coinage Committee to delay 
action on the proposition for the removal of 
the Carson Mint. 
Mint Wanted nt Denver. 
W ash in g to n , April 20th.—The House 
Committee on Coinage, Weights aud Meas­ 
ures held another meeting to-day, and gave a 
hearing to Senator Hill of Colorado, who 
urged the claims of Denver as a fit and suit­ 
able place for the establishment of a Mint, on 
account of the abundant production in that 
State of the precious metals, and the cheap­ 
ness of coal, labor and other ingredients in 
the coinage of the metals. Hill stated further 
that iu the smelting aud refining of gold and 
silver ores at the smelting and assay works in 
Denver upwards of forty tons of sulphuric 
acid—an important essential in the coinage of 
money—was wasted daily, which could be 
utilized if a Mint were located there.

P ersisten t A ttem pts at A ssassination. 
C in cin n ati, April 26th.—A Timet special 
says two attempts have been made during the 
past forty-eight hours to kill Eph Holland, 
the famous gambler and leader of the gang of 
repeaters which carried Cincinnati for Tilden 
in 1870. Friday afternoon Jake Aug, a 
noted keeper of a pool room and Democratic 
politician, shot at Holland on Vine street. 
At an early hour this morning an attempt 
was made t« assassinate Holland at his resi­ 
dence on College street. 
He has lately 
worked against the Democrats and threatened 
to make disclosures, ¡since bis change of 


front he has received notices warning him to 
leave the country, and he declares that a plan 
has been formed to kill bim before the Na­ 
tional Democratic Convention meets. He 
says he has some facts to relate when that 
body meets that certain Democrats of promi­ 
nence are determined shad not be related. 
Statistics ('onccrnlug the Precious Metals. 
N ew Y ork, April 20th.— The Tribune 
says : General Walker has assigned to Clar­ 
ence King the work of collecting statistics 
concerning the precious metals in this coun­ 
try for incorporation in the next census. 
King is organizing a corps of assistants and 
twelve experts, and intends to make a thor­ 
ough and exhaustive compilation. One vol­ 
ume of the census rejwrt will be devoted to the 
information obtained, which will be not only 
statistical, but historical and descriptive. It 
is intended to make the census of the mining 
industry the best ever compiled iu any 
country. 
Serious Disturbance In Illinois — Coal 
Miners on the W arpath. 
St. L ouis, April 26th.—A serious disturb­ 
ance took place at the Donk coal mines, near 
Belleville, fourteen miles from here, about 
midnight last night. The recent introduc­ 
tion of new machinery, by which the number 
of miners employed was reduced, caused 
great dissatisfaction among the men, and 
about 400 of them made an unexpected de­ 
scent on the mines, fired the works, and it is 
said killed one of the men in charge. The 
works and machinery were destroyed. Henry 
Donk, one of the owners of the mine, resides 
here, and called upon Governor Cullom for 
assistance. Later advices are looked for with 
much anxiety. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
St. L ouis April 2Gth.—Later advices say 
there was no destruction of property by the 
miners. Tornado in Mississippi. 
M em phis, April 26th.—A destructive tor­ 
nado swept over the country in the vicinity 
of Macon, Miss., last night. Telegraphic 
communication is interrupted, but tbe 
meager reports bring intelligence of the loss 
of several lives. Fuller details are hourly 
expected. 
M er id ia n, April 26th.—A heavy storm 
passed over Macon, Miss., last night, blowing 
away twenty-two houses, including the 
M. and O. R. R. machine shops, round­ 
house, depot, telegraph office and Master Me­ 
chanic’s office. Sixteen cars were blown from 
track. Seventeen persons were killed and 
twenty-two wounded. The loss in property 
is estimated at not less than §100.000. .Meri­ 
dian was called on to send physicians, and six 
or eight have gone from here to attend the 
sufferers. 
The Storm in Illinois—Further Particu­ 
lars. 
C hicago, April 26th.—The following are 
additional particulars of Saturday night’s 
storm : 
At Ashland, 111., several thousand dollars’ 
worth of property was destroyed. Heavy hail 
alternated with rain, which continued all 
night, flooded the streets and permeated cel­ 
lars and basements. 
At Farmer City, 111., the creekf and 
sloughs are higher thau ever known before. 
Fences, culverts, bridges, walks, etc., were 
carried off. Chas. Strausburg was drowned 
while trying to cross the creek on horseback. 
At Karkakee an almost unprecedented 
amount of water fell. The river rose five 
feet, farm lands were flooded, and work will 
be delayed two weeks. Much of the lately 
sown grain will be drowned out. 
Near Taylorville the cyclone was terrific. 
Many houses were demolished and the in­ 
mates crippled, killed or carried away, and 
are still missing. Many were rendered home­ 
less by the storm, which lasted from 7 P. M. 
to midnight. 
Alonzo Culler’s house was

GENERAL STEWART’S BATTLE. 
CABUL, April 26th.—Following are the full 
details of the battle between General Stewart 
and the Afghans on the 19th inst.: The enemy 
was observed two miles off, and the British 
forces were immediately placed in position. 
The artillery advanced to the attack, firing 
with great effect on the enemy, who lined 
the crest of the hills, but before the 
attack was developed a desperate charge 
by 3,000 Ghazis was made along the face of 
the whole line, enveloping both flanks. The 
Ghazis, of whom many were mounted mag­ 
nificently, and led by three men with stand­ 
ards, charged right into the British. 
Some of them succeeded in getting 
around the flank of two squadrons of 
lancers, who charged on the main body. A 
considerable number also got through the line 
of infantry in the center, and nearly reached 
General Stewart and the headquarters of his 
staff. In stopping these and defending the 
guns on the rieht two squadrons of Punjaub 
cavalry made several brilliant charges, 
and did great execution. The action lasted 
an hour, when the enemy retired off the hills 
to the plain, leaving over 1,000 dead and re­ 
moving many wounded. The British loss has 
17 killed and 126 wounded. 
H ie South American War. 
P anam a, April 18th.—Peruvian advices 
say the transport Oroya has just returned to 
Callao, after repeating the exploits of the 
Union. She ran past the Chilean fleet in the 
night, visited Tocopolla, destroyed some 
launches, and captured a small steamer. The 
Oroya then proceeded to Chisa, and dis­ 
charged arms and ammunition for a brigade 
organized in Arequipa. 
Lampero, the new Bolivian President, is 
on his way to Tacna with 3,000 men. which, 
with the forces at Arica, will place the 
strength of the allied army at about 21,000 
men. The Chilians are gradually extending 
their lines towards Tacna. 
Steamer Ashore. 
St. J o h n (N . B.), April 26th.—The steamer 
Caspian went ashore to-day, and was after­ 
wards run aground. Her fore compartment 
is full of water. The dry goods in her cargo 
are seriously damaged. 
High W ater in 4'anaila. 
Q uebec, April 26th.—The water in the St. 
Charles river is higher than for forty years. 
Several bridges have been carried away. 
Importation Prohibited. 
O ttaw a, April 26th.—An order passed by 
the Privy Council prohibits the importation 
or introduction into the provinces of Ontario. 
Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward’s Isle of neat cattle and 
swine from the United States. American 
cattle and swine are, however, permitted to 
enter Canada in bond, under strict regula­ 
tions.

The Pennsylvania Legislative bribers have been 
sentenced to $1,000 fine each, and a year at hard 
labor in the Penitentiary.

Madeira. 


THE WHITTAKER CASE. 
The farther the inquiry into this case 
proceeds, the more marked is the preju­ 
dice and want of fairness exhibited by the 
military officers of West Point. General 
Schofield himself, indeed, seems to wish it 
to be known tliat he has never opposed 
any remonstrance to the ill-treatment 
which has been the lot of the miserable 
colored cadet. The ethics of West Point 
evidently resemble those of the English 
public schools half a century ago, when it 
was considered manly to be brutal, and 
when the most atrocious tyranny and 
abuse of weak lads was connived at by 
both masters and parents, on the theory 
that boys required to be hardened for the 
battle of life, and that the only way to 
harden them was to beat and torture them. 
Of course all such theories are survivals 
from savagery, and are closely akin 
to existing savage institutions and 
practices. 
The 
National 
Military 
Academy at West Point is conducted on 
those old-fashioned ideas which perhaps 
linger longest naturally in such an institu­ 
tion, and it is therefore but too apparent 
that W hittaker has been abused by his 
three hundred comrades with the tacit, if 
not the open, approval, of the authorities. 
General Schofield boldly declares that he 
will never teach the cadets not to resent a 
blow. This remark was elicited by a state­ 
ment to the effect that a white cadet had 
struck W hittaker, and that he had not re­ 
turned it. This conduct was evidently re­ 
garded as disgraceful on his part, yet if one 
white boy was put among three bundled 
colored boys, all of whom hated him for 
his whiteness, it strikes us that lie would 
not have a very enjoyable life if he under­ 
took to fight every ODe who insulted 
him. It strikes us further that an officer 
who is incapable of perceiving how pe­ 
culiar W hittaker’s relations arc, and who 
consequently insists on applying to him the 
rules which may serve well enough for the 
rest of the school, is uutit to hold a posi­ 
tion of such responsibility. It may not be 
possible to prevent the manifestation of 
some ill-will toward colored cadets. Even 
outside of West Point we believe there 
still exists a good deal of prejudice on this 
m atter of color. But certainly the author­ 
ities are bound not to sanction anything in 
the shape of race persecution, and one 
would think that their military instincts 
would prompt them to defend the weak 
against the strong, rather than to assist in 
crushing the former. 


THE HEW ENGLISH MINISTRY. 


AFGHANISTAN. 
The recent complete success of General 
Stewart over the Afghan chiefs will make 
the settlement of the Afghan question 
much easier. The occupation of the coun­ 
try has now gone so far that it is abso­ 
lutely necessary to complete the conquest 
of all who are in arms against the British 
forces, since to withdraw the troops at this 
stage would certainly produce the belief 
that the English were beaten, and this 
would not only lead to aggression on the 
part of the Afghans, but might result in 
another Indian insurrection. The Liberal 
government is therefore compelled to adopt 
Lord Beaconsfield's motto, “ Peace with 
“ honor,” in this case, and must endeavor 
to get out of the scrape as satisfactorily as 
' possible, and without the loss of prestige, 
which, in Oriental countries, is a very im­ 
portant matter. The moment appears fa­ 
vorable for pacific propositions, and if the 
followers oí Mahommed Jan really desire 
peace, which is not altogether certain, they 
will probably find no difficulty in making 
terms with their conquerors. It is to be 
feared that when the best has been done of 
which the situation admits, it will still be 
necessary to abandon the country without 
obtaining any effectual guarantees for its 
future quiet. The events of the past year 
have shown that nothing but permanent 
military occupation with a force strong 
enough to overcome any combination 
among the various chiefs, can preserve 
peace in Afghanistan, and such an arrange­ 
ment is of course not to be thought of. 
Perhaps the best that can be done is to 
secure control of the passes, and to place 
a stronger garrison at Quettah. Cabal and 
Candahar.Ghuzneeand other Afghan places, 
will have to be abandoned, and when the 
bill comes to be paid it will undoubtedly 
appear that the whole war has been alike 
extravagant, unjust, and barren of material 
resalte. 


Mr. Gladstone has at last realized the 
futility of the peculiar programme he had 
marked out for himselr, and has under­ 
taken to form a Ministry' of which he shall 
be the head. No other arrangement than 
this was possible under the circumstances. 
The victory of the Liberal party is his 
victory. His c o u d s c I and views must from 
his natural predominance be followed by 
the party, and the only result of his refusal 
to take office could have been the defeat of 
whatever Ministry attempted to do the 
business of the country without him. There 
was probably no little embarrassment 
about the initial proceedings, however, for 
it is tolerably well known that Queen Vic­ 
toria has a strong personal dislike to Mr. 
Gladstone, and that she was very reluctant 
to send for him. Indeed it is asserted that 
she made more than one attempt to induce 
the Marquis of Hartington to form a 
Government* and that only' his firmness 
and that of Lord Granville at length 
convinced her that Mr. Gladstone must 
be intrusted with the task. The new 
Cabinet is already announced. 
Lord 
Granville is Secretary of State for the 
Foreign Department; Lord Hartington, 
Secretary of State for India; Mr. 
Childers has the W ar 
Department ; 
Lord Selborne is Lord Chancellor; Hon. 
\V. E. Forster is Secretary for Ireland; 
and Lord Northbrook, First Lord of the 
Admiralty. Mr. Gladstone reserves for 
himself the onerous post of Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and combines with the du­ 
ties of that office those of the Premiership. 
Thus in his seventy-sixth year, after half a 
century of uninterrupted public life, this 
great man takes upon himself the burdens 
of the two most arduous offices iu the Gov­ 
ernment, and assumes the leadership, not 
only of his party, but of the country, at a 
peculiarly critical juncture, and under cir­ 
cumstances of the greatest gravity. Nor 
can it be doubted that he will prove com­ 
petent for the work. Indeed, his vigor 
and vital resources never appeared so great 
as during the past six months. The almost 
Quixotic chivalry which led him to beard 
the most powerful Tory peer, the Duke of 
Buccleugh, on Ins ancestral domains, and 
to wrest victory as it were from the very 
heart of the opposition, seemed to savor 
rather of the heedless rashness of youth 
than of the caution of veteran statesman­ 
ship. But success has crowned his auda­ 
cious adventure, and with the return of 
the Liberal party to power he appears to 
have acquired renewed energy and activ­ 
ity. The new Cabinet is unquestionably 
a strong one. 
Granville, Hartington, 
Childers, Forster, Northbrook, are All men 
of marked ability. Of Lord Selborne we 
know less, but have no doubt that his 
legal acquirements render the appointment 
a proper one. It is said that subordinate 
positions in the Government have been 
offered to Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Charles 
Dilke, but that the former has declined 
the offer, while the acceptance of the lat­ 
ter is doubtful. Sir Charles Dilke can 
hardly be an acceptable member of the 
new Government to the members of the 
Royal Family, for he it was who some 
years ago moved au inquiry into the civil 
list expenditures, and made so strong a 
protest against the manner in which the 
public funds were lavished for the support 
of the royal princes and their families. 
The position of the new Ministry is a dif­ 
ficult one. In his Midlothian, campaign 
Mr. Gladstone positively denied any inten­ 
tion on the part of his party to abandon 
the foreign policy to which the country had 
been committed by the Tories. In illus 
tration of the Liberal programme he re­ 
ferred to hÍ3 early public career, when lie 
was a colleague of the Duke of Wellington 
in the Cabinet, and when Sir Charles Na­ 
pier had annexed the Indian province of 
Seinde without justitication. The Cabinet 
at that time, he said, unanimously con­ 
demned the action of the Indian Govern­ 
ment, but it felt bound to sustain wliat had 
been done, because to have repudiated it 
would have endangered the prestige of the 
country. The only possible inference from 
this is that the new Government will carry 
out the foreign policy commenced by Lord 
Beaeonsfield, so far as any positive engage­ 
ments are concerned. It is therefore not 
probable that an immediate withdrawal of 
the troops from Afghanistan will take place, 
or that an abandonment of important posi­ 
tions will be contemplated. It is also pos­ 
sible that the Liberals may have learned 
enough from their last defeat to refrain 
from urging any very radical legislation 
upon the country. 
Mr. Gladstone was 
thrown out of power before, because the 
people found he was going too fast in 
the way of innovations. They put Mr. 
Disraeli in his place mainly because 
they believed the Tories could be re­ 
lied on to proceed xvith due caution. 
Lord Beaconstteli’s ambition to create 
sensations has in turn brought about his 
repudiation, and the Liberals are obliged 
to take the helm under exceptionally diffi­ 
cult circumstances. They have so large 
a majority in Parliament that the Home 
Rulers cannot embarrass them seriously, 
however, and it will therefore be possible 
for them to frame an independent and 
statesmanlike policy for Ireland. It is to 
be expected that the new Government will 
feel its way cautiously at first, and that 
Mr. Gladstone will turn his attention es­ 
pecially to those practical reforms for the 
preparation of which he is so peculiarly 
fitted by his mastery of finance, and which 
appeal so strongly to the average Briton at 
all times.

NOT A WISE CONCESSION. 
In the course of a speech on the Chinese 
fifteen-passenger proposition recently, Con­ 
gressman Page appealed to his colleagues 
from the New England States for support, 
and reproached them for holding aloof 
from the Pacific coast in its distress, not­ 
withstanding that “ he has always stood 
“ by New England when that section asked 
“ for the protection of its industry.” He 
further said, “ When we vote to protect 
‘•you of New England, at the expense of 
“ the West, we do it to protect the dignity 
“ of labor.” Mr. Page, we are sorry to 
say, is altogether mistaken in this. When 
he votes for protective measures he simply 
misapprehends the needs of his own sec­ 
tion, and the best interests of labor all 
over the country. For nothing is so injuri­ 
ous to the interests of labor as Protection. 
It is a policy which robs the workingman, 
which checks the development of industry, 
which keeps whole communities poor, for 
no better purpose than the building up of 
manufactures which are not needed 
if they cannot sustain themselves. The 
concessions made by W estera Congressmen 
like Mr. Page to the New England fiscal 
policy are very serious errors of judgment, 
and do a great deal more harm than good. 
The reciprocity so obtained is in the long 
run of little value to the West compared 
with the constant and enormous injuries 
which Protection inflicts upon that section. 
And a time is coming when the people of 
the W est will cease to allow themselves to 
be sacrificed in this way, and when they 
will refuse to endorse the kind of conces­ 


sions referred to. There lias never been 
any reason why the New England States 
should be bolstered up at the expense of 
the West, and as the latter is now reach­ 
ing out after home manufactures more and 
more, it is easy to predict that an organized 
Western movement against the Protective 
policy must before loug arise. Nor do we 
bfelieve that any interests of the Pacific 
coast are advanced by the surrender of its 
population to protective plunder. Mr. Page 
himself complains that those whose inter­ 
ests he has guarded at the expense of the 
interests of his constituents, show no dis­ 
position to recognize the obligation he has 
sought to create. It is quite probable that 
if the Representatives from the Pacific 
Coast took a new departure, and fought 
the tariff as the need3 of their constitu­ 
ents require that they should do, they 
Mould find the New England members 
more open to conviction in regard to the 
Chinese question. But Mr. Page should 
not deceive himself with the idea that in 
voting for Protection he is helping “ the 
“ dignity of labor.” In fact he is doing 
nothing of the kind, and if lie wants to 
help labor he will have to declare for Free 
Trade. 


A CDRIODS CASE. 
They have a very btringent Sunday law 
in Louisville. It prohibits work of any 
kind on that day, and because it is so ab­ 
surd and impractical it has hitherto re­ 
mained a dead letter. But for some cause 
it lias been put in force all of a sudden, 
and the result has of course been the pre­ 
sentation of a great number of persons 
engaged in perfectly harmless and neces­ 
sary occupations. The validity of the law 
will be tested, and there can be little 
doubt that the Courts will repeal it. It is 
time that such follies were impossible, and 
certainly nothing can be inore imprudent 
than for religioui zealots to seek to revive 
legislation of this character. Those who are 
emancipated from the fetters of superstition 
are naturally tolerant and liberal in their 
views, and for the most part are quite will­ 
ing that those who prefer their idols should 
continue to be joined to them. But when 
the business of a whole community is in­ 
vaded in this manner, and a deliberate at­ 
tempt is made to enforce a law based on 
the obsolete Puritanic bigotry of a bygone 
age, the policy is liable to provoke retalia­ 
tion, and then the war may be carried into 
Africa, to the confusion of the foolish peo­ 
ple who have commenced the trouble. The 
age has got far beyond the possibility of 
tolerating such Sunday laws as that of 
Louisville, and this fact will very soon be 
made manifest if it is sought to execute 
such preposterous and vexatious measures. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 
The Salinas schools are to be closed for 
want of funds. 
The Monterey county hospital contains 
thirty inmates. 
There are four new houses building in 
Modesto at present, and others in contem­ 
plation. 
Sturgeon, San Joaquin pike and salmon 
trout are running in small sloughs out on 
the Merced plain;. 
More workmen are employed at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard at present than 
for some time past. 
The yield of quicksilver in this State 
during the past year was 73.6S4 flasks, 
against 03,484 in 1878. 
Over five thousand gophers were killed 
at Patterson’s ranch, in Tulare county, on 
Thursday, by B. M. Baird. 
Santa Cruz school district is compelled 
to raise a special tax or close its schools iu 
May, owing to the treasury steal. 
Eleven families passed through Tulare 
on Saturday last from Los Angeles county, 
on their way to Washington Territory. 
The mail from Beckworth to Genessee 
valley, iu Plumas county, is now carried on 
suow-shoes, the road being entirely block­ 
aded. 
The Antioch public schools have closed 
for two weeks on account of the number of 
pupils compelled to be absent being afflicted 
with the measles. 
Several families have left Albion, Men­ 
docino county, to avoid diphtheria. The 
school there has been closed since the first 
appearance of the disease. 
A party of New York capitalists are on 
a visit to the Temescal tin mines in San 
Bernardino county with a view to purchas­ 
ing them from the present company. 
The Plumas National is informed that 
the Truekee and Plumas railroad prospects 
are on a solid foundation, and that there is 
every reason to think that the road will be 
built. 
John N. W hite, sub-contractor on the 
Susanvilie (Lassen county) and Alturas 
(Modoc county) mail route, has thrown up 
the contract, and there is 110 mail service 
on that line. 
The Lackawanna was taking powder at 
Mare Island Saturday. The ship's officers 
expected to be assigned to the special duty 
of conveying the recently appointed Com­ 
mission to Cnina. 
The amount of money in the Santa Clara 
county treasury shows an excess of 2S 
cents over the amount as shown by the 
Auditor's books—a balance of 28 cents in 
favor of honesty. 
Lake trout will soon be moving up Ivern 
river from Tulare lake. They cannot now 
reach the river from Buena Vista lake, 
owing to the dam at the head of the Buena 
Vista slough canal. 
The stream of south-bound passengers 
seems to increase steadily, says the Los 
Angeles Journal. Every train brings an 
increased number. The larger proportion 
of them go on to Arizona. 
Santa Cruz is jubilant over the comple­ 
tion of the South Pacific Coast Railroad, 
and is now agitating the propriety of giv­ 
ing a public reception to the officers and 
managers of the road wheD its formal open­ 
ing takes place. 
A movement is on foot in Santa Rosa, 
seconded by prominent and wealthy resi­ 
dents of Sonoma valley, to open a line of 
broad-gauge railroad to connect Northern, 
Western and Central Sonoma with the 
trank line at Benicia. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
intend to build fences at the most exposed 
places on the Colorado desert to protect 
their track from sand drifts. The fences 
will be similar to the snow fences on the 
line of the Central Pacific. 
Thirty tons of Eastern mail matter, de­ 
layed by the snow-blockade, was received 
at the San Francisco Postoffice on Satur­ 
day, and ten tons on the following regular 
tram, making forty tons received in one 
day, all of which had been assorted and 
distributed on the opening of business yes­ 
terday morning. 
The Grass Valley Union says : It will be 
necessary for the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion to extend the time for assessment of 
property in mountain counties beyond the 
first Monday in July, for the reason that 
the high mountain region of those counties 
will be covered with snow until after that 
time, and much property caunot be reached 
it the assessment is sooner made. In this 
county the lumbermen of Meadow Lake 
Township will not be fairly at work before 
the 1st of July, and to attempt to assess 
them sooner much property would escape 
altogether. 
On Friday evening about Gi o’clock, 
Henry Wilkins, a German in the employ 
of F. Quint, a farmer living about two 
miles east of Willows, Colusa county, was 
instantly killed by a ball from a Winchester 
rifle which he was carrying. Deceased, 
who had been herding geese, was returning 
to the house, mounted on a mule, carrying 
the rifle in front of him. It is supposed 
that the mule commenced bucking and 
that the gun started to slip from the saddle 
to the ground, when deceased caught it, 
and in drawing it np to its former position 
the hammer caught his overalls and ex­ 
ploded the piece, the bullet striking Wil­ 
kins in the chin, passing through and com­ 
ing out at the right and rear of his head.

San F rancisco, April 26th.—John H.

M ayor K ulloch an d the R errn t Tragedy. 
San F rancisco, April 26th.—Mayor Kal- 
loch was at his office in the new City Hall 
to-day attending to the duties of his position. 
In conversation concerning the recent trag­ 
edy, he said that he did not know that his 
son had killed. De Young until 10 o’clock 
Friday night. Last Friday morning he went 
out to the Cliff House in company with Mrs. 
Kalloch, Judge Pendery, of LeadviUe, Col., 
and Mrs. Pendery, They passed the day on 
the beach and driving around the country. 
They stopped at the Almshouse late in the 
afternoon, and got to Mr. Kalloch’s residence, 
on Mission street, again at 6 o’clock. The 
Mayor said that he felt weary, aud laid down 
on the bed in hie own room to rest. He was 
called for dinner at 7 o’clock, but not feeling 
well, undressed and went to bed instead of 
going down to dinner. He fell asleep imme­ 
diately after going to bed, but was aroused 
about 10 o’clock and informed that his sun 
had killed Charles De Young. 
Judge Pendery is an old-time friend of 
Mayor Kalloch, who has been in San Fran­ 
cisco 011 a visit for eight or ten days. When 
the weather cleared up last week the Mayor 
decided to devote one day’s time to the enter­ 
tainment of his friend, and Friday was 
selected as the day. 
The Mayor expresses the deepest regret 
over the culmination of the quarrel between 
himself and De Young. 
The Workingmen have placed a guard of 
22 meo, taken from their militia, on duty at 
Mayor Kalloch’s house to prevent the intru­ 
sion of undesirable parlies who, they think, 
might be intenten some desperate act. 
The Alleged C onspiracy to M urder De 
Young -The lla rl.m a n '. S tatem ent. 
San F rancisco, April 26th.—The hackman 
who has been made to figure in the alleged 
conspiracy to murder the late Charles De 
Young writes as follows to the M orning C all: 
la reference to the article in regard to the Kalloeh- 
De Young shooting affair. I wish to state that 1 made 
no assertion whatever about young Kalloeh being 
one of the parties who came to me 011 the evening 
of the shooting ; and furthermore, the two gentle­ 
men w-ho came to me that night went to-day to de­ 
tective John Coffey, who is working up the case, and 
explained to his satisfaction who they were.

Pojrr T ownsend, April 25th.—Customs 
Inspector Izett has just arrived from San 
Juan. He reports the finding of the mast, 
sail and rudder of the Smith’s Island light­ 
house boat. The main sheet was fastened to 
the tiller ropes, indicating that the boat may 
have been struck l*y a squall and capsized. 
There is now but little doubt of Wellington’s 
death. Deceased was a native of Bangor, 
Maine.

The .'kag il M ines—Large Cargo o f T im ­ 
b er an d L um ber— A ppointm ent. 
P oet Tow nsend, April 26th.—Q. H. Man­ 
ning, an old and trustworthy miner, has just 
arrived from the Skagit gold mines. He 
reports that in his opinion there are 100 miles 
of ground on Ruby creek and tributaries 
that will pay from $5 to five ounces to the 
hand, if properly worked, but would not 
advise those without money, or unused to 
hardship, to visit the mines expecting to 
work before July 1st, as the snow is still 
too deep. 
He considers that the Skagit 
mines, judging from present appearances, 
will be found the richest gold mines in 
the world, and at present they far 
surpass in apparent richness the Montana 
mines, even in their palmiest days. He 
thinks that many millions will be taken out 
next year. The specimens he brought down 
are very handsome, and had been taken from 
top gravel. 


Captain Hale, of Olympia, has also arrived, 
and gives a glowing account of the richness 
of the country. He is anxious to see trails 
and roads from the Sound built immediately. 
Poor men coming from California now are 
having many difficulties to contend with. 
Stevedore Delion, of this city, has loaded 
the largest and finest cargo of timber aud 
lumber that has left the Sound during ten 
years, consisting of 1,287,127 feet, the 
vessel being the ship Roxtllana, bound from 
Tacoma to Melbourne. 
Captaiu H. E. Morgan has received the 
appointment of Inspector of Hulls for the 
Puget Sound district. 


BRITISH CWLIMBIA. 
Items from Victoria. 
V ictoria, April 25th.—The spring has set 
in iu the middle country, and farmers in Ni­ 
cola were plowing and seeding at the begin­ 
ning of last week. Snow has generally dis^ 
appeared on the level, the first thirty mil “ 
out of Yale having more than the country 
further up. The loss of stock, on a fair esti­ 
mate, will not exceed 20 per cent., although 
of course individual owners have lost in some 
instances much more heavily. 
Building is very active here, and stores, 
dwellings and manufactories are in progress 
of erection on every street. 
It was rumored last evening in town that 
the negotiations between the Dominion and 
local governments on the question of the 
transfer of the railway lands have reached a 
deadlock, and that an ultimatum had been 
serv ed on the Attorney-General.

CONGRESSIONAL.

Senate. 
Washington, April 20th.—After the moraine: 
hour the Senate considered the Kefioirg-Sfxjfford 
case.Jonas supported Spotted'* claim, and said if the 
Packard Legislature war legal that he (Jonas) was 
not entitled to a seat, a proposition nobody would 
care to advance. lie denied that there had been 
any bargain in seating Butler. He charged most of 
the Louisiana troubles on Kellogg. Louisiana was 
now a peaceable, law-abiding State, and prosperous. 
Blaine characterized the resolution as astounding. 
The Republican party were charged with sectional 
legislation, yet the sixteen States lately in rebellion 
had thirty out of thirty-two Senators 011 this floor 
from the Democratic party, and of the two Republi­ 
cans botli had seen Democratic successors chosen. 
Yet so intolerant were these men that they could 
not permit the honorable understanding made on 
this floor to be carried out. He declared that the 
agreement was thoroughly understood. That all 
>enators and the country know Duller could not 
have been seated except Kellogg had been seated at 
the same time, lie argued that Kellogg’s claim 
was far superior to Butler's. He hoped the country 
would understand this intolerance. 
Kellogg briefly contradicted Jonas’ statements. 
Butler asked if Bl dne asserted that he made an)’ 
agreement by which he retained a seat here. 
Blaiue said he had not referred to Butler, because 
lie was then a member of the Senate, but a paper in 
Butler’s own State—a Democratic paper—had said 
the agreemen” bv which Butler alone obtained his 
seat was honorably binding upon the Democrats. 
Bailey asked what this binding agreement was. 
Was Blaine a party to it? Does be agree to admit 
as a member any man not elected ? Did he or any 
member make such an agreement? So far as he was 
acquainted with Senators, 110 agreement was made 
to that effect. He would not believe that upon the 
other side of the chamber could be found men so 
lost to honor and duty as to make such an agree* 
ment. 
Bayard said that the charge of Blaine was so sur­ 
prising that perhaps he did not hear it all. There 
might be some qualifying phrase. He asked, in 
consideration of the gravity of the^charge, that the 
words of the Senator be read. 
The stenographer read the clause in which Blaine 
used 1 he words “ honorable agreement.” 
Bayard referred.to the poor authority given by 
Blaine in support of the theory that such an agree­ 
ment existed. He then proceeded to deny in the 
most complete way that Kellogg was seated as a re­ 
sult of any barga n, or in any way except with ad­ 
verse votes—all Democrats. He scornfully denied 
Blaine’s assertion, and said rather than have been a 
party to the alleged agreement he would have left 
the Senate forever. 
y 
Applause greeted his speech. 
Blaine said he was absent for two months at the 
time alluded to, but read from the Charleston Seir* 
and Courier full extracts of the Congreisional re­ 
cord «>f proceedings by which Butler and Kq|logg 
were seated. There was no use of ignoring the plain 
fact that two Senators—Patterson and Conover— 
then held the balance of power, and it is well known 
that they would not have voted to seat Butler un­ 
less at the same time Kellogg was seated on his 
merits. Blaine declared that Kellogg’s was the only 
instance where a Senator seated by a yea and nay 
vote had been overthrown on the merits of the case 
brought in question afteryard. 
Butler (interrupting) said the same was done in 
his case. 
Blaine declared that was a prima facie case, but 
Butler denied it. 
Butler admitted, however, in the course of the 
colloquy with hlainc, that the resolution seating 
Kellogg contained the word “ merits,” which was 
used in his case. 
Blaine said that was the whole difference. 
Cameron of Wisconsin said Butler was certainly 
sworn in on a pnira facie case, and it had neve 
been held that a.Senator thus admitted should have 
his title questioned. 
Blaine declared that the Congressional Record 
plainly indicated the existence of an understanding, 
although it could not be expressed in so many words. 
Hill of Georgia denied the arrangement, and said 
the insertion of the word “ merits ” was a trap to 
bring about this very discussion. 
Hoar said Merriman, a Democrat, inserted that 
word. 
Blaine said the fact of the bargain was established. 
He referred to the supposed Democratic plan to 
have an absolutely solid South in the Chamber, but 
said of course that would influence no votes. 
Kellogg said he made no bargain. He rested his 
claim 011 right and justice. 
Afijourned.

W a sh in g t o n, April 26th.—Several bills were intro 
duced, one by Cox inquiring of the Secretary of the 
Treasury the number of persons who lost their lives 
in rescuing life and 1 roperty off the coasts.

The House, in Committee of the Whole, consid­ 
ered the District of Columbia Appropriation bill.

The first gold mine in the United States 
was discovered in South Carolina in 1790. 
One hundred and fifty placer miners 
within ten miles of Prescott, Arizona, are 
taking out from $4 to $20 per day to the 
man. 
Snow is five to ten feet deep in all the 
higher portions of Nevada county, and the 
prospect for hydraulic mining iate in the 
season consequently good. 
A bar of gold weighing 235 ounces, val­ 
ued at about $4,600, from the Skerry & 
Kennedy ledge, at Montague, Canada, is 
the result of three weeks’ work of fourteen 
men. 
The Timex-Review of Tuscarora, Nevada, 
says some ledges in Rock Creek District 
carry a large percentage of antimony, and 
that they will soon be worked for that 
metal. 
A snow slide at the Savage placer mine, 
in Sierra county, smashed two buildings 
over the mouth of the tunnel, also the 
blacksmith shop. One man was carried 
down some 200 feet with the slide and had 
to be shoveled out. A man in one of the 
smashed buildings was hurt, but not 
seriously. There is now six feet of snow 
at the mine. The accident stopped work 
at the mine for three days. 
Candelaria, Nev., is situated about sev­ 
enty miles south of Aurora, the county seat 
of Esmeralda, and is growing rapidly. 
Town lots are selling readily at from $400 
to $500 each, according to location, and 
there is every reason to think that the 
camp will he a “ banger” this summer. The 
principal mines, the Northern Belle, Mount 
Diablo, Black Metallic and Victor, are lo­ 
cated about a quarter of a mile from town. 
Scores of other claims have been located in 
the near vicinity, and recently some small 
sales of mining ground have been made. 
The gold belt of Georgia is about 100 
miles in breadth, with barren intervals 
here and there. It lies northeast and south­ 
west across the entire northern and part of 
the eastern section of the State, and loses 
itself in the eastern part of Alabama. A 
vein near Gosben is said to be yielding 
$1,090 per month, at a cost of $115, and 
some profitable mines have been opened in 
the lower portion of that belt. The greater 
portion of the mining has been done in the 
northern or mountainous sections. The 
gold region of Georgia is penetrated by 
railroads, and is civilized and convenient 
to cities. The climate is healthful and la­ 
bor cheap. 
Tombstone, the new center of mining 
interest on this coast, is situated at an ele­ 
vation of 4,600 feet above the level of the 
sea, and about 500 feet above the, San 
Pedro valley. It commands a superb view 
of the whole surrounding country, ranging 
for forty or fifty miles. In summer the mer­ 
cury rarely rises above ninety degrees, thus 
presenting a remarkable contrast to the 
San Pedro valley, where, and in Tucson, 
117 degrees is the frequent experience. 
Two years ago there were not in the whole 
Tombstone district over fifty white men. 
Now, in the district there are fully 3,000 
people, and in the town of Tombstone the 
population is fully 1,000. 
It is in every 
respect an Ameriean town. 
When it is 
said there are quite 32 saloons in its cor­ 
porate limits, this fact would be at once 
appreciated.

BOARD 
OF CITY 
TRUSTEES. 


The Board of City Trustees met yesterday 
with ail the members present. 
John A. Cunningham, Chief Kngineer of 
the W ater Works, reported that the number 
of cations of water pumped last week was 
7,320,700, and 007 cubic feet of gas coke 
was consumed. 
The petition of D. E . Alexander to have 
the taxes for 1873- 74 on the north 20 feet of 
the south half of lot 8, in the block between 
N and O, Fourth and Fifth streets, canceled, 
was "ranted on recommendation of the Dis­ 
trict Attorney. 
Property owners petitioned the Board to 
delay action in conformity with the order 
passed at the last meeting directing that cer­ 
tain streets and alleys east of Agricultural 
Bark be opened. 
After discussion of the sub­ 
ject by W. C. Hopping, J. H. Dutfy and 
others, the matter was referred to the .Street 
Commissioner. 
A communication was received from sev­ 
eral property-holders asking permission to 
withdraw their names from a remonstrance 
against .T. T. Stoll being allowed to erect a 
frame addition to his building between Sixth 
and Seventh streets. 
A communication was also received from 
insurance agents, stating that the erection 
would not produce higher rates of insurance 
on adjoining property. The papers were 
placed on file. 
Upon application, D. DeBernardi was 
granted permission to rebuild his dwelling- 
house, No. 800 L street, as a two-story frame, 
with basement. 
Jam es Finnegan requested permission to 
erect a one-story frame building on K street, 
between Seventh and Eighth, but in view of 
the fact that C. Schindler and others filed a 
remonstrance against the same, the matter 
was laid over for one week. 
Proposals for sprinkling District No. 7 were 
0]vene<l, and the contract for doing the work 
was awarded to P. McHale at $625.

Such certificate must show that 
the applicant is of good moral character and 
integrity, and of 
sober and industrious 
habits; and that the subscribers have care­ 
fully examined him touching the qualifica­ 
tions of such applicant in point of learning in 
law, and that in their opinion the applicant 
possesses the requisite qualifications in all 
respects to be admitted to practice. 
Upon 
the making of such motion and the filing of 
such certificate the Court will enter an order 
appointing a time, not less than two days 
thereafter, for the examination of such appli­ 
cant, and appointing two members of the 
bar whose duty it shall be to be present and 
aid in the examination, which shall be had in 
oj>en Conrt. No non-resident of this county 
will be examined for admission unless he 
shall have been first examined and admitted 
in the Superior Court of the county of his 
residence.

REORGANIZATION OF THE STATE BOARD 
OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


The old State Board of Agriculture met at 
the Pavilion on yesterday at 2:30 p. m., Presi­ 
dent Larue in the chair and Directors Ship- 
pee, Coleman, Hancock, Newton, Jones, 
Flint, Colby, Rose and Finigan present. The 
minutes of previous meetings were read and 
approved, and the Board adjourned sine die. 
The new Board appointed by Governor 
Perkins met at 3 o’clock p. M. There were 
present Directors Larue. F'inigan, Shippee, 
Coleman, Rose, Boggs, Flint, Boruck, H an­ 
cock, Newton, Jones and Colby. The oath 
of office was administered by Secretary of 
State D. M. Burns. 
On motion, Director Shippee was chosen 
temporary Chairman. 
An election was then gone into for officers 
for the ensuing year, as follows : President, 
H. M. Larue ; Secretary, I. N. Hoag ; Treas­ 
urer, A. L. Upson. 
A committee of three, consisting of Direct­ 
ors Flint, Boruck and Colby, to which the 
President was added, was named to revise 
the Constitution and rules of the Board. 
The Directors then proceeded to classify 
themselves, as follows: Directors for one 
year—Daniel Flint, of Sacramento; Cyrus 
Jones, of Santa Clara; G.W. Colby, of Butte. 
Directors for two years—G. W. Hancock, of 
Sacramento ; L. J. Rose, Los Angeles ; R. 
H. Newton, of Yolo. Directors for three 
years—W . P. Coleman, of Sacramento ; L. U. 
Shippee, of San Joaquin ; P. A. F'inigan, of 
San Francisco. 
Directors for four years—H. 
M. Larue, of Sacramento; John Boggs, of 
Colusa ; M. D. Boruck, of San Francisco. 
Director Flint was elected Superintendent of 
Agricultural Park and F'air grounds. 
Direc­ 
tor Coleman was elected Superintendent of 
the Pavilion. 
_ 
Committees were then appointed as fol­ 
lows : Auditing Committee—Larue, Colby, 
Newton, Hancock, Coleman. F inance Com­ 
mittee—Shippee, Larue, Hoag, Boggs, F'ini­ 
gan. 
Printing 
Committee—F’lint, 
Rose, 
Hancock, Boruck, Hoag. Library Commit­ 
tee—Jones, Colby, Hoag. 
The Board adopted a speed programme, 
offering purses amounting to a large sum, the 
details of which will be published at an early 
date. 
The Board then took up the premium list, 
and went through the first department, re­ 
vising and correcting the same. 
After getting through that department the 
Board adjourned to this morning at 9 o’clock, 
when the balance of the list will be revised. 


BOARD 
OF 
EDUCATION. 


The City Board of Education met last 
evening. Present, a full Board, excepting 
Superintendent Landes, who is confined to 
his house by illness. Director Knights acted 
as Secretary, President Griffitts in the Chair. 
The Board audited the salary bills, and 
allowed the teachers the back salary, withheld 
for the holiday vacation until the close of the 
school year, to insure their teaching the year 
out. 
Miss Jennie Hurd resigned as a teacher in 
the Department, and her sister, Miss Susie 
Hurd, was appointed as a substitute teacher, 
to conduct her class until the close of the 
schrol year. 
The Examination Committee of Teachers 
was directed by the Board to report the 
questions for examination to the Graduating 
Committee by next Saturday night. 
The Board ordered that the school year be­ 
gin the 1st of July, 1880. This may result in 
-.he abolition of the short vacation this year, 
l’he object of the action is to make the com­ 
mencement of the school year fall within the 
provisions of the new school law, under 
which only the Board can adopt text-books 
for four years next succeeding the school year 
which begins in July, 1880. 
It was ordered that the programme of ex­ 
amination for this year be the same as that of 
1879. 
The Board received an application from C. 
W . Cornwall, of El Dorado county, asking 
to be elected to the position of Principal of 
the Sacramento Grammar School. The ap­ 
plication was accompanied by numerous re­ 
ferences. 
The Board had a great number of ballots 
during the evening for Census Marshal, and 
nearly as many roll calls on motions to ad­ 
journ. 
The candidates were Messrs. P. L. 
itickinaD, M. L ook, .T. 51. Henderson, James 
McOleery and W. B. Davies. Those who 
lead were Messrs. Hickman and Cook. Four 
members voted steadily for Hickman, viz: 
Hornblower, McClatchv, 
Wiemeyer 
and 
Stalker, while Messrs. Griffitts, Knights, 
Butler and Lord voted for Mr. < look mainly, 
scattering now and then among the other 
candidates. Those voting for Hickman sus­ 
tained the motion to adjourn, and those vot­ 
ing for other candidates mostly voted against 
adjournment. 
It is probable as many as 
thirty or forty roll calls were had on the Cen­ 
sus Marshal question. 
At 11 o’clock it became evident that the 
Board could not then agree upon a candidate, 
and an adjournment was finally had until 
next Monday evening.

E ds. R ecobd-U nion : There is a vague 
idea in the public mind that a kindergarten 
is a school where work and play are com­ 
bined, while the purposes of neither are un­ 
derstood. 
I t will be interesting to many 
to know that Sacramento has a genuine 
kindergarten. Those who would speak in­ 
telligently of the “ new education” should 
visit it. It is under the direction of Miss D. 
A. Curtis, a graduate of the Normal Train­ 
ing School for Kiudergartners, at Boston. 
The novice notices, on entering the room, 
the entire absence of books, alphabets and 
figures, and learns with surprise that they 
are never found here. The children are from 
three to seven years of age, and are all occu­ 
pied with their work. They move about, if 
necessary, speak when they choose, but in 
doing so must conform to the rules of polite- 
nets and grammar. If an error is made, they 
are asked to repeat and correct it. 
But the 
work goes on. Losing something of the "no v- 
elty of 
the scene, we are enabled to 
classify 
the 
work of the kindergarten 
as follows : the games, the gifts, and the oc­ 
cupations. Uf the games, we notice first 
their endless variety. You may wituessthem 
during many consecutive days, aud you will 
see uew ones each day, while you may look 
in vain for the repetition of one that you 
liked particularly on your first visit, so ex- 
haustless seems the store from which these 
children draw. We notice next that each one 
teaches some useful lesson. 
Many are illus­ 
trative of occupations, as in “ The Farmer,” 
where plowing, sowing, etc., are illustrated 
by the children. The “ Mill by the Rivulet” 
teaches iu the same practical way. 
One 
play tests the knowledge of color, especially 
the color of various fruits, and necessitates 
the closest attention and an exercise of mem­ 
ory. Now the children form a circle around 
one who invents some new exercise of the 
hand, arm or foot, which all at once they be­ 
gin to imitate, keeping time and singing. 
This induces invention and imitation, neces­ 
sitates muscular and vocal exercise, the keep­ 
ing of the most perfect time, as well as a 
knowledge of the right and left hand 
and 
foot. 
This 
is 
a 
great 
deal 
to be taught by one play, but as we 
notice how graceful these children are, with 
what modest confidence they each in turn as­ 
sume the role of leader, and stand before 
their teacher and fellows, we realize that it 
does still more. Each play is accompanied 
by a song, and we notice that many of these 
are valuable musical exercises, evidently in­ 
troduced for the purpose of giving the child 
the practice it needs, which might otherwise 
seem tedious. A kindergarlner must be a 
singer. These plays are recreation, and no 
child remains at his table for any great 
length 
of time, lest 
he should tire of 
his work. 
The natural activity of the 
child is considered, and constant change 
is 
the 
programme at the kindergarten. 
F'roebel’s “ gifts ” are the result of a lifetime 
devoted to their perfection and adaptation to 
the wants of childhood. They may seem 
simple enough, but when we see the lessons 
drawn from them, we marvel at their beauty 
and completeness. 
F’rom the first gift, six 
soft, colored ball-», the child obtains a knowl­ 
edge *of roundness, motion and color. This 
is the simplest of forms, having but one sur­ 
face. 
From the second gift the child 
learns that an object can have more than one 
surface. 
I t finds, also, that it may have 
edges and corners, and learns the new quality 
of hardness by comparing the ball, cube and 
cylinder of this gift wuh the more yielding 
substance of the first. 
Each succeeding gift 
brings new discoveries and new delights. 
Divisible cubes, oblongs, the different trian­ 
gles, rings and half rings follow naturally t;n 
the mind becomes prepared for them. Draw­ 
ing, which is part of the kindergarten educa­ 
tion, seems naturally to follow the instruc­ 
tions in regard to the various geometrical fig­ 
ures, taught by means of the gifts. 
In stick- 
laying the older children learn the first les­ 
sons of arithmetic. The occupations are so 
varied that there is no danger of wearying 
the child. 
Paper-folding, weaving in many 
patterns of bright papers of contrasting col­ 
ors. 
perforating 
and 
picturing with a 
needle 
and 
bright 
crewel 
or 
silk, 
molding of 
clay 
into 
various 
figures, 
under the direction of the kindergartner. 
Such are some of the many employments of 
the kindergarten. 
The completed work is 
carried home 
as 
a 
gift 
to 
parents, 
sister or brother, so 
the child 
realizes 
the reward of industry and is taught to give 
pleasure to others. 
In all the occupations 
originality is aimed at. To construct, to in­ 
vent, is the child’s delight. 
The kinder­ 
gartner gives instruction in regard to rain, 
clouds, etc., the growth and perfecting of 
fruit, the habits of birds and 
animals, 
in regard 
to 
all 
of which 
the 
chil­ 
dren are encouraged to ask questions and 
express their thoughts. Then all attention is 
given to some object. 
If it is a flower, it is 
divided, carefully studied, and the parts 
named by the children. 
So F'roebel’s chil­ 
dren study Nature, while they know nothing 
of books. 
To preserve the simplicity of the 
child-nature, as we would its innocence, is one 
aim of the kindergarten. In this “ child’s 
garden ” the tender plants are not bent and 
trimmed to one pattern, but are encouraged 
to develop each according to its nature. 
Not 
an 
atom 
of 
individuality 
is 
lost, 
not 
a 
gift 
but 
is 
discovered 
and made the most of. To keep them pure 
as God made them, and encourage them to 
grow to tiiat perfection they are capable of— 
can there be a higher education than this ?

Superintendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction 
Campbell has forwarded to the Directors of 
each school district a copy of an Act of the 
Legislature, providing that no school district 
shall forfeit or be deprived of its apportion­ 
ment of State and county school funds which 
shall fail to maintain a six months’ school 
during the year ending June 30, 1880, by 
reason of the change requiring the moneys to 
be derived from poll taxes to be paid into the 
State school fund instead of, as heretofore, 
into the county school fund. 
The Act gives 
District Trustees, Auditors and Superintend­ 
ents power to draw their orders, requisitions, 
or warrants against the August apportion­ 
ment of school moneys for the year 1880, in 
payment for the salaries of teachers for services 
rendered prior to June 13th, and in the year 
1880; and it is also made the duty of the 
County Treasurers of the several counties of 
this State to honor and pay such warrants as 
other warrants drawn upon the school fund 
are paid. By the Act it is made the duty of 
the County Auditors, on or before the first 
regular meeting of their respective Boards of 
Supervisors in September, 1880, to certify 
the total amount of the warrants issued by 
him, in accordance with the Act, and the 
amount certified shall be added to the other 
amounts which shall be found necessary to be 
raised for county school purposes, aud when 
so added shall be levied, assessed, collected 
and paid into the county treasury to the credit 
of the school fund, and shall thereafter be 
used and expended as are other county school 
funds. 
The Superintendent in his letter says: “ It 
is not the intent of the law to furnish any ad­ 
ditional facilities to school districts, but, as 
expressed in its title, to protect them from in­ 
jury. Nor is it intended, on the other hand, 
to be limited in its provisions to the mainten­ 
ance necessarily of a six months school. 
It 
is intended to enable each district to maintain 
a school for the usual time, or as long as it 
would have maintained a school but for the 
change in the matter of poll taxes.” 
In relation to the circular letter of the 17th 
inst., the Superintendent says the election is 
to be held on the first Saturday of May, as 
providedin Section 1593 of the new school law, 
and not, as stated in the card, on the first 
Monday. In answer to several inquiries re­ 
ceived, he adds that only one Trustee is to 
be elected, and 
refers 
to the following 
opinion of the Attorney-General, in which 
Mr. H art says, relative 
to the number 
of 
School Trustees 
which 
the law as 
amended requires to be elected at the election 
to be held in May, 1880, that “ the amended 
law itself is so specific upon this subject that 
it leaves no room for construction. 
It pro­ 
vides that in new districts, or in case of 
vacancy, the School Trustees shall be elected, 
to hold office for one, two and three years re­ 
spectively ; in all other cases one Trustee 
shall be elected annually to hold office for 
three years. The section upon this subject is 
a re-enactment of the same section as it stood 
before the passage of the amendatory law. 
There is nothing in this law. nor is there any 
provision in the new Constitution which can 
be construed to shorten existing terms of of­ 
fice of School Trustees.”

that the warm weather that will at once set 
in will produce sights iu the wonderful 
Yosemite that will eclipse all former ones 
since our acquaintance of California. 
It 
is reported that already the Bridal Veil, the 
Nevada, Ribbon and the Yosemite, with its 
2,600 feet of falls, are increasing their volume 
daily, and that they will probably prolong 
their matchless exhibitions well into June, so 
deep and packed is the snow on the mountain 
tops which forms the water sheds of the Mer­ 
ced river. 
The new “ Madera-F'resno-Mariposa” route 
to the Yosemite is now as complete, com­ 
fortable and quick as it can be made. The 
opening of this new route diminishes the dis­ 
tance, shortens the time, lessens the expensé, 
and subjects the tdurist to fewer interrup­ 
tions and discomforts than any other route 
has ever offered or can offer from San F’ran- 
cisco to the Big Trees and Yosemite Valley. 
The distances by the new route are as follows’: 
San Francisco to Lathrop, 94 miles; Lathrpp 
to Madera, 91; Madera to F’resno Flats, 44 ; 
F’resno F’lats to Clark’s, 22; Clark’s to Yo­ 
semite, 24. 
Railroad, 185 ; stage, 90; total, 
275 miles. 
During the tourist season sleep-’ 
iug cars will be run daily between San Fran­ 
cisco aud Madera, especially for the accom­ 
modation of visitors to the Yosemite Valley. 
The upper Mariposa grove is a^ compact 
body containing just 365 of the sequoia gi­ 
gantea. 
The average size of the trees is 
greater than that of those of Calaveras, aud 
the bight a little less. There are 125 trees 
over 40 feet in circumference. 
The lower 
grove contains about half as many trees as 
the upper, making a total of 550 in the two 
groves. The Grizzly Giant is the largest and 
measures 921 feet in circumference at the 
ground. 
The F'resno grove of big trees has 
not heretofore been accessible to the tourist, 
aud will therefore form an interesting and 
attractive feature on this new route. 
Like 
the Mariposa grove, it is divided into two 
groves, usually called the upper and lower, 
about one mile apart and covering a mile 
square each. 
Together they contain from 800 
to 900 trees of the sequoia gigantea of all sizes. 
One of the upper grove measures 88 feet in 
circumference 6 feet from the ground. In the 
lower grove there is one that is 95 feet in cir­ 
cumference 3 feet from the ground—round 
and symmetrical and entirely free from the 
blemishes that mar the beauty of very many 
otherwise handsome aud imposing trees. ' 
That great care was bestowed upon the lo­ 
cation and construction of the road between 
Clark’s Station and the valley is evident to 
the most casual observer, both as regards 
alignment and grades, which are such as to 
entitle it to maintain the well deserved repu­ 
tation that it now enjoys of being in evéry 
respect the best and most desirable route into 
the valley. 
F’rom Inspiration Point down 
to the valley the road occupies the most fa­ 
vorable ground that the very precipitous na­ 
ture of the mountain’s sides will permit. 
The ease, speed and perfect comfort with 
which the descent is made over this portion 
of the road, coupled with the grand and awe­ 
inspiring sublimity of the scenery on all 
sides, render it by far the most enjoyable part 
of the ride from Clark’s to the valley. 
It 
was from the bold promontory on this route 
(now known as Inspiration Point) that the 
Yosemite was first seen in 1851 by those in 
pursuit of the Indians. 
It is the finest scenic 
standpoint for a general view of the valley, 
and was the one selected by Hill, Bierstadt, 
Bradford and other eminent artists.

SAN rfiANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From oar San Francisco exchanges of April 26th. ] 
Duties paid at the Custom-house Satur­ 
day were- $11,553 12, making a total of 
§280,224 50 for the mouth. 
The San Francisco Schuetzen Verein com­ 
menced its twenty-second annual shooting 
festival yesterday at Alameda Schuetzen 
Park. 
The steamer Alaska, which arrived yes­ 
terday, twenty-six days from Panama and 
wav ports, brought GO cabin passengers 
and 57 in the steerage. 
In the Police Court to-day, William 
Duggan, convicted of having disturbed the 
peace, in having called for cheers at the 
time of the killing of Charles De Young on 
Friday night, was sentenced to pay a tine 
of §100. 
By the close of this week the 3,000 
causes inherited by the eight General De­ 
partments of the Superior Court will have 
been called for trial since the Court was 
organized and an opportunity given for the 
trial of each case. 
George Wedekind has given up the con­ 
test to retain the clerkship of the Justices’ 
Court, and turned over the office records 
to his successor, W. E. Lamb, who has 
appointed William Miller his deputy, and 
detained G. B. Mackrelt as Ilcgister Clerk. 
The Trades Assembly held au adjourned 
meeting at Charter Oak IIa.ll last evening, 
.T. P. De Camp presiding. William Clack, 
from the Committee on the Appeal, which 
was directed to be published throughout 
the United States in relation to the prin­ 
ters’ lockout, reported that the appeal was 
ready for distribution, but as it reflected 
upon Charle9 De Young, its issuance was 
now deemed unwise. Attention was called 
to the fast, however, that the main trouble 
still existed, and a motion was carried to 
ameud the appeal and circulate it. J. K. 
Phillips announced that the printers’ mass 
meeting was postponed until Saturday 
evening next. 
A few months ago Augusta Fredericka 
Hartzell left her husband, Axell G. Hart- 
zell, on account of his intemperate habits 
and failure to provide fur her the neces­ 
sities of life, and took rooms with her 
three infant children in the rear of No. 28 
Lewis street. Yesterday morning her hus­ 
band called upon her and demanded her to 
return and live with him. Upon her re­ 
fusing to do so, Hartzell drew a revolver 
and threatened to take his life. The threat 
frightened her, and she ran up stairs 
screaming to the room where her children 
were asleep. He followed, dragged her 
down stairs and looked her in the room he 
had previously left. He then went up 
stairs, crawled into bed with his children, 
and shot himself, the ball passing through 
his brain. The deceased was a native of 
Sweden, 3G years of age, and a frame- 
maker by occupation. 
The gentlemen connected with the houses 
of William T. Coleman & Co. and W. W. 
Montague & Co., chartered the tug Her­ 
cules, Captain Gray, for a short trip up 
the river.
